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Live  Toads  ia  Tre^dBtene.. 

A  large  toad  was  found  a  lew  years 
ago  in  an  old  Upple  'tree  at  Wonham 
Manor;  it  came  tg>  ligtif  when  the  tree 
was  blown  down.  The  Metaoire*  of 
the  Frendh  Acadtmie  de*  Sciences  con¬ 
tain  a  description  of  a  living  toad  found 
in  the  heart  of  an  old  elm  tree.  Near 
Nantes,  when  art  old  oak  was  o^eftopen, 
a  toad  waa  found  is  Jlie  very  heart- 
wood,  although  no  Itsvico  or  other 
clmnnei  of  entrance  coifld  be  detected; 
there  were  about  ninety  rings  in  the 
trunkof  this  oal*  leading  to  the  infer¬ 
ence  (according  lo  ont  theory)  that  the 
animal  dust  have  bog  in  Ills  prison- 
house  ninety  years.  Hr.  Jesse,  in  reier- 
once  to  a  frog  feund  i*  the  trunk  of  a 
mulberry  tree,  fixprared  a  belief  that 
the  annual  rings  had  be|Bn  gradually  but 
surely  inclosing  the  reptile.  Toads  in 
clay  have  been  more  frequently  met 
with  than  in  trees;  sometimes  a  whole 
family  have  been  thus  ferreted  out 
at  once.  In  1B56  a  toad  Was  found 
at  a  considerable  depth  at  Benthall, 
near  Brpslcy,  Shropshire.
